ONE ROOM SCHOOL PASSES 


Ily I-'HKDKIIIC J. IIASICI.N. 


'lVn.-liln;;l»'i-—That tho little red 
schoolhouse 


may soon be only history in Ihe United States Is 
the hope of the Unlleu" States bureau of educa- 
tion. 
The one-room school in Uie country luis 


provided picturr.sc|ue material for remf'nisccnsen 
for so many self-made men, nnd has made for- 
tunes for so'ninny song writers, that most Amer- 
icans who never.attended «uch a school have a 
distorted idea ot its romance and homely charm. 


Tho fact Is. the one-room school Is about as ro- 


mantic nnd as desirable in 102'! country life as 
hand-spinning or primitive shocmaklng would be. 
But while other features oC pioneer days are al- 
most everywhere'obsolete, the one-room school, 
which has become so Inadequate, Is still with 
us. 


Halt ii century or more 
ago. 
the 
one-room 


school represented the best education available to 
most people In ordinary circumstances In rural 
'districts and small towns. 
The graduate ot one 


of these schools hail more or less thorough know- 
ledge ot the three r.'fl. spelling, and a little1 his- 
tory, geography, and elocution. In the school from 
which he came, Hi}: teacher might have from 12 
lo 50 pupils of all ages, and each one progressed 
ns fast ns he conveniently could. This -meant that 
tVero could be no teaching of the modern type. 
The teacher could only assign lessons and hear 
recitations, anil, even that kept her busy. 
So 


the pupil was lucky if he got as far ns the sixth 
grade. 


The one-room public school graduate was. not 


particularly handicapped then, because he wns 
on the same edueationnl level as the majority 
of people with whom he came in contact. 
To 


give a -country boy of today nn 1SG5 education 
and to expect him to bo a successful man Is an- 
other matter. 
Yet a survey recently published 


shows almost 158,000 one-teacher schools In the 
United States, 


Eighteen million .boys nnd girls live In small 


towns and In the open country, nnd two years ago 
one-fourth of all tho.sc. -who went to school nt all 
attended one-toucher schools. From one end of 
Hie country to the other, with the exception of 
a very fsw states, the little 
one or 
two-room 


schoolhouso with a Mingle teacher in charge is 
a prominent feature of the rural landscape. 
• 
* 
* 
* 


The teacher of such a school today has had 


some training In her profession. If she has only a 
few pupils she may try to give them some of the 
advantages of larger, up-to-date- schools, ' sueh 
as health (raining, .sewing-, drawing, singing, and 
nature study. 
Jlnrely has she had enough of a 


course in education 1-o be able 1o teuch special 
subjects expertly, and she has at best little time 
for "cxtrn.s" anyway. 


The meager course of study is the most obvious 


dcf.ei.-t of the onc-t»achcr school, but it is not 
the really tragic, feature. According to J, F. Abel, 
an expert of the Bureau of Education, the ojic- 
leacher .school ni'-ans a. pitifully limited social 
experience 'for the children who attend it. The 
child who goes then; day nfter day sees only the 
teacher and tho other children "who live within 
walking distance of the building. He acquires the 
local vocabulary, and local tones nnd manner- 
isms. The worst habits of tho community group 
tend to fasten on him. There is little or no op- 
portunity for the. social interests which nre so 
common a part of city pupils' lives. Athletics, de- 
bates, m'oving picture programs, and plays are 
practically impossible without equipment, refer- 
ence books, and on auditorium. Teachers say that 
children v^ho have been trnnufcrred 
to 
larger 


schools of 200 or more pupils have very soon dis- 
played a marked chfingc in their speech, table 
manners-, poise, und interests. 


When the farm child was born, lived, worked, 


and died in the same neighborhood, nnd when he 
plut'gcd away with no thought for anything but 
farming, he probnblys did not foci his social lim- 
itation.'! resulting from a one-room school edu- 
cation. But now the phonograph and radio bring 
the outside world to the farm, while automobiles 
and fust.trains make traveling and moving sim- 
pler than in the days of covered wagons. 
Our 


population is so fluid that no child can be given 
a "country education" with any assurance that he 
will never need anything better. 


Farmers arc awake to all this. Mr. Abel tells of 


addressing'an nudience of farmers on consolidated 
schools. Mo dwelt with enthusiasm on Hie broad- 
er course of study which can be given when sev- 
eral communities organize and build.a consolidat- 
ed school. There was ho response from the au- 
dience, and the speaker began to think that they 
were unprogrcsslve farmers of the what-was- 
gooO-cnouKh-ror-father-ls-sood- enough -for -me 
type. To close hi.') address he. began to speak of 
the broader social experiences which the conso- 
lidated school .would make possible. To his sur- 
prise, the farmers at once leaned forward to hear 
better, and at the end of the talk two farmers 
were on their feet eager to -discuss the local sit- 
uation.

The consolidated school is the solution of a 


good many rural 'education problems. There are 
districts In which' the homes are so widely scat- 
tered nnd in which assessed pi-opcrty'vnlties are 
so low that only the one-room seliooihou.se is 
possible. 
Other country districts, better situated. 


are. combining and building school plants as ex- 
pensive and as well equipped and well managed 
ns those in many a large town. 


Tho typical consolidated country school has 


an auditorium, a gymnasium, reading room, man- 
ual training shop, and laboratories. It al.so has 
a playground and athletic Held, nnd a gurden. Tt 
can attract better teachers than the small country 
school, not merely because salaries are better, but 
also because the teachers prefer an up-to-date 
building and the companionship of other teach- 
ers. 


The consolidated school also makes it possible 


for the children to take accredited high .school 
work-, which is so often out of the question in 
small country schools. This is an important point, 
because a high school course is now considered a 
part of nn ordinary public school education. Many 
farmers In Isolated rural districts go to the ex- 
pense of sending thflr children oft to high school 
or to boarding schools, and many others move 
away to larger communities where 
educational 


advantages can be had. 


Transportation lias been 
one 
ot the 
most 


troublesome aspects of consolidation. -Once it 
was the nim of educators and tax payers to have 
a public .school within walking distance of every 
child. The newer idea is that a public school need 
only be within riding distance of tho pupils. 
The 


old fashioned school district was about four miles 
In area. Xow the districts extend over"23, 50, or 
even 100 square inilea. 


This-means that transportation must bo fur- 


nished for the pupils. One or more automobile 
busses which travel over fixed routes are a part 
oC most consolidated school projects. 
The, coun- 


try child commutes to and from nchool by bus, 
and Ihe cost is 
included in tho school expenses 


and is paid by the tax payers. 
The consolidated 


school project Is Increasing rapidly. There nre 
now more than U',000 such schools.

be of the exophthalmic or "toxic" 
type, though the lime lost while 
I rifling with Iodln in such u case is 
a sc-rlous handicap which Is likely 
to retard ultimate recovery. Further, 
It' the goitre is of the cystic type.

.-ire important facts to be considered 
by people living in goitrous regions. 
They nn1. fuels established by chem- 
ists of the government. 


The United lutes Bureau of Fish-
